{pon the Mſunday foltowing being the 20th of OAober, early n the morning the 
ſaid Baker viſited me, excuſing his neg/eft on the Saturday before, telling me thar he 
had brought 3. perſons of Eminency the laſt Friday night, to grve me ſome mtelligence 
of matters in hand, |u they having not the happineſſe to ſee me then, had engaged him 
to come this morning to me, deſiring I would come with him to the Exchange, and in 
the New-England walk he ſhould find thoſe three perſons waiting for us.
